All residents are required to be affiliates and resort to tho leaders of 

the group all evidences of anti~Commmist activity with the names of suspects 
involved, Failure to report results is’ imprisonment. Leaders of the group 
interrogate new arrivals from Hong Kong, in some cascs for as much as three 
days, on conditions in Hong Kong and on the treatmont of Chinese there, as 
well as on the individual's personal history, political opinions and future
